The 
expenditure during the fiscal year ending 
last June was $6,745. Total expenditure 
since Confederation was $30,735, eee 
$3,000 contributed by Napanee and $2, 
by Lennox and Addington. The dredge 
“Ontario” worked at Shannonville harbour 
from 7th August to 15th September, 1884, 
opening a channel through the shoal of saw- 
dust and slabs which obstructed the mouth 
of the river, Total expenditure since Con- 
federation, $6,492. 

In some remarks on Demorestville one of 
our correspondents stated that it was once a 

lace of considerable importance but that of 
Tite ears it was declining. No doubt the 
chief cause of this decline is owing to the 
absence of railway communication without 
which no village can hold its own in this 
progressive age. What would prove an in- 
calculable boon to Sophiasburg with its 
pretty villages of Northport and Demorest- 
ville would be a line of railway from Deser- 
onto to Picton, via Northport and Demorest- 
ville. Suchaline would stimulate trade, 
and by developing the agricultural resources 
of a fine Seated of country "double the value 
of property in the township in the course of 
afew years. Such a line would benefit the 
whole county of Prince Edward as it would 
bring it into closer connection with Deser- 
onto, Napanee, Kingston and other eastern 
markets to which during winter its people 
have at present only limited access, Busi- 
ness men of Napanee and Kingston are de- 
sirous of more extended fields of enterprise 
Here is one in which a small expenditure of 
capital would yield a rich reward,

Only those who have carefully studied the 
political/histery of the country ‘can have o 
jast idea of the extraordinary condition of 
affairs that oxist.d in 1796 | It was the last 
year of Washington's second admlnistration. 
The Father of his Country was abeut to re- 
tire to privatejlite; and it was at the very 
close of a-public career as honorable and use- 
ful as that of any other patriot in the world’s 
history, that he suffered such abure as might 
be heaped upon a-corrupt and selfish politi 
cal ‘boas,’ EI LI 

The trouble arose out of what j# known as 
Jay’s Treaty. The relation between Eng- 
land and the United States had been intoler- 
ably bad, and President Washington had sent 
John Jay, then Chief-Justice, to England to 
make a ieee: ee Jey had to take what 
he oould get ; ‘that was treaty which 
pleased no one, and which was regarded as 
abominable'by all’ those who, with Mr. Jef- 
ferson, favored the alliance with France, 

‘But Washington, thongh by no means 
better satisfied others, held to the opin- 
fon that any treaty was better than none 
and determined to ratify it_if the Senate 
would oonsent to it.

ous revenue, $7,412,471. The expenditure 
upon funded debt was $15,248,365; the or- 
dinary expenditure $12,594,827, and charges 
on revenue $7,195 3

The Annual Report of the Minister of 
Public Works forms a bulky and interast- 
ing volume. The expenditure of the de- 
partment for the fiscal year ending June 
30th, 1885, was $2,682,624. Of this 
amount there was spent on public building 
$1,369,460 ; harbours and rivers, $844,165 : 
dredges and dredging, $161,703 ; slides and 
booms, $109,634; roads and bridges, $20,- 
148; telegraph lines, $132,273; and mis- 
cellaneous, $45,242. In addition to this ex- 
penditure there was paid for river and har- 
bour improvements in Quebec an addition- 
al amount of $692,931. Quebec always gets 
the lion’s share of the public monies. Of the 
amount granted for public buildings, Onta- 
rio received $598,234; for harbors and 
rivers, $393,664, and dredges and dredg- 
ing, $19,895. 


The Report of the Minister of Justice as 
to Penitentiaries in Canada is to hand. 
From it we learn that the number of con- 
victs in the various penitentiariea of the 
Dominion on the 20th June last was 11h, 
of whom 1,070 were males and 42 females. 
Of these, 637 were in the Kingston instita- 
tion which had 496 males and 41 females. 
Taere has been an increase of 73 convicts 
this year, Ontario farnishing an undue pro- 
Portion of this increase. The total value of 
buildings, stock, &c., on hand at all these 
institutions is $2,549,689. The value of 
the Report would be greatly increased were 
the financial statements of the different in- 
stitutions summarized an‘ comparis iis of 
expenditure made. With the true instinct 
of a Canadian Government official the In 
Spector frowns down the agitation which has 
arisen of late years to prevent the compe- 
tition of prison with free labor.

A TOOL RACK FOR A SHED. 

One of our most useful buildings, a corre- 
spondent writes us, is a hay shed built with 
strong posts set in the und, boarded uw 
and down, and with a double board roof. It 
is fifty feet long, sixteen feet high, twenty 
feet wide, and, when full of hay, held forty 
tons. In the front of it, for sixteen feet, is 
a shed under which wagons can be driven. 
This is boarded over, ten feet high, and is 
very handy toruna load of hay or grain 
under, if caught inashower. This ihe alia 
serves as a store house for small tools,chains, 
etc. Strips of one and one-half by three 
inch stuff are nailed around the shed on the 

, and in the raeks thus made, are plac- 
ed all the spades, shovels, axes, grub hoes, 
mattocks, spare forks, stone hammers, 
chains, and all other odds and ends of use- 
ful things which are wanted at a moments 
notice. Before this was done there was al- 
ways a hunt here and there for any little 
thing when it was wanted; time was lost, 
and temper was lost, too; afterwards, every 
one—there being a convenient place for the 
tools—left them in their places where they 
belonged, and they are now always ready 
when wanted. American Agriculturist for 
February. 


RASPING AND. GREASING HORSES’ 
HOOFS. 


The horse is one ot the most superbly per- 
fect of Nature's works, viewed physically; 
and he occupies besides an exalted position 
among animals as to his intelligent and mor- 
al qualities. It is therfore most painful to 
see how, under handling of intelli ent (2) 
man, he is maltreated and abused. He sub- 
mits his neck to the yoke uncomplainin gly ; 
he accepts the iron-plating of his feet; and 
he allows the galling check upon the move- 
ments of his head, and yet gives man his 
best services even to death. The ignorant 
smith has his views as to what should be 
the shape of his feet; so he cuts and rasps, 
and forms them to suit himaclf. He has an 
idea, that the hoof is made on purpose for 
him to rasp and shoe, and exercise all the 
toolsof his trade upon. So he makesa 
shoe and fits the hoof to it; he removes the 
natural polished exterior, which by its 
tough elasticity defends the tender parts 
from injury, is nearly impervious to water, 
and permits a little evaporation of internal 
moisture, by which it is kept normally pli- 
able and vitalized to the very surface; leaves 
it in a condition to allow the moisture of 
the hoof to pass off rapidly, and the hoof to 
dry and crack, and thus he recommends 
the application of tar and grease and lamp 
black, as if he were trying to render an ola 
boot pliable and presentable. The greasing 
-may be well enongh—better than nothing — 
after the mischief is done. But why do 
sensible horse-owners allow the evil which 
their peremptory orders, if not their mere 
remonstrance would prevent. —4merican Ag- 
riculturist for March.

I have little doubt 
that dn mont farms the wastes fn feeding 
consume a large part of the profits, Porol- 
bly the enumeration of some wastes which 
are common, and which probably overy 
reader can locate in his own neighborhood 
will be found helpfal, E 

One common cause of waste Is foeding 
poor stock, On how many farms can still 
be found scrub cattle that will not attain 
& greater welght at three yoars old than 
good grade shorthorns will’ at two? And 
yetit is often true that farmers will nse 
® scrub yearling bull rather than psy for 
the services of a thoroughbred shorthorn, 
T have known many a shorthorn bull sold 
from a neighborhood where thore was 
great need of Improvement In the cattle 
because he was not patronized enough to 
pay his keeping. If you should ‘¢ffer one 
of these farmers 30 centa a bushel for hie 
corn, when the established price was 40 
cents, he would think you demented ; and 
yet by feeding itto the class of ptook he 
keeps he {a virtually selling It below the 
market price, 

Underfoeding is another common causo 
of waste, and yet many farmers actually 
think they are eoonomizing by wintering 
three cattle onthe amount of food two 
should have. How large a per cent, of the 
cattle of your neighborhood welgh less in 
April than they doin October? A certain 
amount of food, called food of support, Is 
required to keop up the waste of the Bys- 
tom, and no gain can be made unless more 
food is given than this, Itscems to me jast 
4s unwise to barely feed enough to keep the 
animal trom starvation as it would to only 
furnish fuel enough under the steam boiler 
to make the water scalding hot, but not 
enough to bring it to a boil and generate 
steam, When once the water was at this 
point it would require but a small addition 
to the fuel to develop steam and glve power 
to drive the machinery, but the parsimony 
which scrimps the fuel ivolves a total waste 
of all that is used. 

Another prolifi> cause of waste isin feed- 
{og stook through the winter without shel- 
ter. It is as plain as that oneand one are 
two that food used to keep up animal heat 
makes nelther flesh, fat, nor milk ; and yet 
& large per cent, of our cattle are etill win- 
tered without shelter, I ‘think I haye 
proved by actual experiment that the same 
amount of food required to keep a cow or 
steer trom lpatogitibay lf fed ont of doors 
in all weather through the winter will add 
100 pounds to it if warmly sheltered. We 
notice the loss quicker in milk than in 
fish, and ina warm basement stable my 
cows have not decreased a partiole In milk 
daring the Iast three days, though we have 
had the worst blizzard I ever remember, 
meroury ranglog for sixty hours from 
zoro to 15 degrees below, the wind blow- 
ing a gale and the air filled with snow, 
so that one oonld acarcely see fifty 
feet for over half the time, Any farmer 
knows that if my cowa had been out in the 
storm and oold they would have shrunk 
one-half or more in their milk, and the 
same is true of the loss of flos1; bat it can- 
not be so quickly detected as that, of milk, 
Some years ago I bought an. agricultural 
boiler (a 60-gallon kettle on a stove) with a 
large surface exposed tothe air, I set it 
up out of doors, but soon found that ona 
cold, windy day I could scarcely make a fire 
hot enough to say the water to a boil in 
it, 1 then moved it into a building. where 
it was protected and found that ved 
half the fuel. This ts a good illustration oj 
feeding stock exposed to the cold and 
storms of winter, Both for the sake of 
humanity and profit I would’ have warm 
shelter for every head of stock wintered 
and would soll in the fall any stock which I. 
could nos so shelter, ) ' 


A HORSE'S INTELLIGENCE, 


Acts ofa Dumb Brnte thatina Human Being 
would be Called Reason, 


A hors» which had been In wession of 
the Peters family, in Bushkill, Pa, for 
twenty years, and which was famous fer the 
alnrost human intelligence he frequently dis-

Frequently the chilly feeling that one ox: 
periences from the windowward side, as one 
site in a room, is caused, not by a current of 
celd air, setting from the window to the 
fire, but by the coldnewa of the window it- 
velf, For this latter, belong kept at a low 
fermporpsare by contact with tho outside air, 

rawe the heat from the body, or rather 
the heat radiates from the body to the win- 
dow—the temperature of the sir is botween 
making no difference to the transference, in 
accordance with a well known property of

For instance, the air in a room may be 
quite hot, and yet a large window, however 
air tight, will make itself unvleasantly felt 
on a cold day, just as on board ship the pro- 
Peaeey of an iceberg is announced by a 

lowering of temperature, 

* Asoreen interposed between the. window 
and any one exposed to its malign influence, 
will often afford relfef, ard one reason why 
‘rooms so frequently feel more comfortable 
In the evening, is that the cold glass is ef- 
feotually shut off béhind the closely-drawn 
curtains and blinds, v 

In countries where the winters are habitu- 
ally severe, the advent of frost is usually 
the signal for the fixing up of inner windows 
the layer of air between these and the onter 
ones, forming an excellent’ barrier to the 
escape of heat, owing to its low conductive 

wer, : 

Cold walls also induce s rence of chillnese, 
but if they are properly buiJt. there should 
* no difficulty,in keeping them warm on the 
Insirlo, 

The experiment has sometimes boen tried 
of Warming rooms by means of hot alr only, 
but the result has never been good; and for 
this reason—that, In ordor to warm the wall 
tothe requisite degree, the air must be far 
hotter than is healthy or agreeable for 
breathing. Infact the principle is wrong ; 
the alr should not warm the walls, but the 
walls should warm the air, 

An open fire acts In this latter way Tho 
rays of heat pass through the air without 
heating it, and produce no effect till they 
Impinge on the walls, furniture and carpet of 
tho room. Thene, being thus fently warmed, 
communicate their heat by contact with tho 
alr abont them, and inthis way, while the 
objects in the room are raisod to a sufficient 
temporature, the airls not renderod unploa- 
sant by belog over heated, 

We tee, then, that our favorite open fires 
havé mach to recommend them, whatever 
may be said about their wastefulnoss ; and 
aa regards health and comfort, thoy are 
much better than close stoves, which, though 
they radiate their warmth, also hoat the air 
In contact with them, and aro apt to do so"

Tom about tired of reading tho highly 
colored and oxaggerated descriptions of the 
delights of a cowboy’s lifein the ‘far weat,’ 
combined with the glowing array of figures 
to prove that the cattle business ts the busl- 
noss, partlopiacly for Wyoming. Of course 
It Is the polly of the large stock companies 
to ‘toot their horn” and keep up their stock 
and credit, but if the trath were known 
none of them have near the amount of 
cattle they olaim, and some day thore will 
be a fearful awakening to tho facts, Those 
misropresontations are doing more injury to 
those who have Invented here than they oan 
possibly do good, 

The country ts not what it was a fow 
yours $a when cattle could find feed on 
ovory hillside, even If the snow was a fow 
Inches deop, The bustnoss has been boomed 


until there are more oatt’e than feed, and 
avill the stock papers keop up the ory that 
Wyoming is the place to invest In, 

The life of a cow in the west is one long 
continuation of hardships from the time the 
gross starto In the spring until the next 
epring. About six months inthe yéar the 
cowboy keepalthonr conatatitly on-the/move, 
and the stoyma run them tho rest of tho 
time, Every/day daring the long and dreary 
Winter can be seon juat sudh sights os IT have 
attompted to Illustrate. 

When tho storms aro raging the worst the 
cattle drift with them until they find some 
sheltering bank or clump of bushes that will 
shield them for atime, It is a common sight 


many of them never get out, For days ata 
time they are compelled to go without food 
or water, Tho snow covers 0 
gross there fs, and they have to exist on sage 


the gulches or piles it up around the country, 
The sto k pspers contend that snow answers 
the same purpose as water, which is incor: 
reot, for I have frequently seon large droves 
wandering along a troven etream, lowing and 
trying to get at the water. 

Some outfits this winter keep tho foe 
broken in the streams, bat this ts the firat 
winter in my experience that the practice 
has beon observed, Those oattle that do not 
got water are poor and weak, and a large 
porcentage of them neyer get through o 
winter, When the snow is deepest the 
coyotes are happlest, and they oan run 
around on the frozen surface, and when they 
find a cow fast in the drifts or too cold and 
numb to protect its calf, one or both become 
victims to their insatiable appetite. The 
coyote Is not the only animal! the poor brates 
have to fight; the wolf and mountain licn 
follow them around and devour a calf or 
yearling whoneyer they feel hungry. 

it is impossible to desoribe the sufferings 
the oattle undergo during these fearfully 
cold and long winters. The only wonder is 
that so many survive, . A, M,

A Canadian Pen Picture.

In a western county of Ontario, some 
hundred and twenty miles from Toronto, 
lies a beantiful valley, It runs to the 
north-cast, and from the western mountain 
which borders it may be obtained ome of 
the grandest sights afforded on Canadian 
soil.

each base I looked down upon tree-tops, 
apparently level asa garden, and olothed 
in autumn colors more gorgeous than 
art will ever reproduce, Away down 
atthe bottom of the valley ran a nar- 
row strip of swamp, like an emer- 
ald ribbon; nothing but evergreen 
foliage there—pine, spruce, cedar, tamarac, 
balsam—yet gorgeous as a contrast to bright- 
er colors of the hillsides, Far away, fifteen 
miles to the north-east, the, vision wandered 
down this valley, and met the pale blue 
waters of the lake, which appeared to blend 
with the sky and clouds on the distant horl- 
zon, I thought then that no lovelier sight 
ever met the eye of a weary traveller.

farms, remote from town or railroad sta- 
tion, especially on farms having hills difli- 
cult of cultivation, we ‘are convinced the 
Merino is the sheep for profit, Trained in 
early youth to care for this breed of sheep, 
worpoak from experience, Even in theee 
hara times, we belleve there is money in 
keeping the Merino for wool. Profits are 
hot large, neither are they large in other 
kinds of stock, or in crop-raising ; or, a8 
for that, in manufacturing or other branches 
of productive industry. 

Green Foop For Fow1s — Of course this 
is soarco nowadays, But, because fowls 
need green food, it does not imply that 
they must have gras or growing vegetables. 
What is really required is a change of 
some kind from the ueual dry matter upon 
which they are fed. Boiled potatoes, tur- 
nips, carrots, and’ parsnips, mashed and 
mixed with the soft foed, are excellent, 
Chopped cabbage, if not fed ina frozen 
condition, answers well, The best green 
food is onions, finely chopped, end mixed 
with soft food, Fowls will also pick dry 
clover, if given to them, or it may be cut 
and steeped. 

Pourrry Enemizs.—As tho food of de- 
predators upon fowls is usually scarce in 
winter, too much precaution cannot be 
exercised in guarding against hawks, rate, 
minke, and the family cata, the latter often 
doing much damoge before incurring sus- 
ploion, Lice must be guarded against at 
this season, also, as well as in summer. 
Leok out for roup in damp weather, an well 
as for other diseases to which fowls are 
subjected at this season, 

Minus Horns,—And now it is proclaim- 
ed that horns, so long the annoyance of 
dairymen and terror of milkmaids, can 
catily be eradicated from young animals, 
A writer on live stock asserts that, at the 
age of ten or fifteen days, the matrix of 
the future horn is a small, hairless, mov- 
able prominence, which, with one.eighth of 
an Inch of ekin, oan be removed by one 
sweep ofa strong, sharp pocket-knife, and 
forever after the animal will be hornless. 
This operation causes very little pain, and 
the loss of not over one ounce of blood, and 
will besore only a day ortwo, Oor au 
thority adda that he first tried this in 1868 
has performed it annually since, and that 
such cattle mature earlier, grow larger, 
and never injure each other, 

Exportep Porators,—Several schooners 
arrived at Philadelphia recently, with car- 

‘oes of potatoes from Prince Edward's 
Foland and ports in Nova Scotia. The 
otatoes were bought for fifteen cents per 
Pushel ; fifteen cents per bushel was added 
as freight, and the U, S, Government ex- 
acts fifteen cents per bushel as duty, Not- 
withstanding these charges, the Imported 
potatoes could bs sold cheaper than the 
Ponneylyania product, 

Proteor Stock Krom Corv,—There Is 
economy in keeping atook warm and com- 
fortable, Most barns, horse and cattle 


stalls, sheep and hog pens, have cracks’ 


between the boards that let cold air drafts 
pasa through them. Newspapers,, tacked 
up againat them on the Inside, the more 
thicknesses the botter, will render thom 


‘far warmer, An hour spent in thus putting 


up such protection will not only add to the 
comfort of the animals, and save them from- 
colds, butit will save a large amount of 
food that would otherwise ke required, to 
supply the heat carried cff by the cold atr 
coming in through cracks and chinks in the 


‘oovering. 


Exercise Brincs Eoos.—An authority 
avers that fowls will Iay if thoy have 
warm homes, are well fed, and have a 
chance to exercise, The free range of the 
cattle sheds, sheep sheds, and the barn- 
yarde, gives usually svfficlent exercise, 
If debarred from these, they must have 
sheltered runs and bare ground as alds te 
egg production, No exercise, no eggs

From the Eighteenth Annual Report of the 
Department of Marine and Fisheries, we 


learn that the total amount expended on 
the various branches of the public service 


administered by that department, for the 


year ending June 30th, 1886, was §1,038,- 
$92.96. The whole number of persons en- 
gsged in the outside service of the Depart- 
ment atthe close of the calendar year was 
1,414, The total number of light stations 
in the Dominion, on the 3lst December last 
was 526, and of lighta shown 617; the num- 
ber of steam fog-whistles and automatic 
fox-horns 35, The total tonnage of the Do- 
minion on the 3lst December, 1885, was 
1,231,856, the number of vessels being 
7,315, of which, 1,131 were steamers with a 
tonnage of 212,670. Of this tonnage Nova 
Scotia owned 541,832 tons; New Bruuswick, 
283,589; Quebec, 203,635; Ontaric, 144,487; 
Prince Edward Island, 36,040; British Oo- 
lumbia, 11,834; and Manitoba, 5,439, Com- 
ing te the principal ports, St. John stands 
first with a tonnage of 233,047; Yarmouth, 
N.S., has 130,129; Windsor, N.S., 117,354; 
Quebec, 101,514; Montreal, 96,744; Halifax, 
84,434. In Ontario, Kingston leads with 
26,403; St. Catherines follows close with 
26,098, and Ottawa third with 18,899. 


THE LICENSE ACTS RRPORTS. 


The annual report of the Provincial Secre- 
tary on the working ot tho Tavern and 
Shop Licenses Acts for tue year 1ldo4-5 
shows that 3,997 licenses of all kinds were 
issued during the year, against 4,233 in 
1883-4 and 4,196 in 1882-3. Of these 3,256 
were ordinary tavern licenses, 24 beer and 
wine, 675 shop, 28 wholesale and 14 vessel 
licenses, The decrease of 236 from the pre- 
vious year was distributed as follows:—115 
tavern, 106 shop, 8 wholesale and 7 vessel. 
The revenue derived by the province from 
licenses and fines was $92,867, against 
$93,225 in the previous year $93,523 in 
1882-3, There wasa falling off in the or- 
dinary revenue from this source consequent 
on the decreased number of licenses, but 
there was a large additional revenue from 
the increased duties, which went wholly to 
the province, amounting to nearly $100,000. 
The total collections from provincial li- 
censes and fines, including the sums impos- 
ed by municipal by-laws, were $540,099, 
against $444,754 in the previous, aud $436, - 
152 in 1882 3. The payments to the muni- 
cipalities fell from $287,246 in 1883-4 to 
$233,589 last year. The fines collected dur- 
ing the year amounted to $18,826, and the 
amount paid in respect of expenses of com- 
missioners and salaries of inspectors was 
$49,792 against $49,710 in the previous 
year, and $47,795 in 1882-3. The fines col- 
lected in Toronto amounted to $2,647, and 
$2,516 was paid in respect of the expenses 
mentioned.—//ail.

BRE NOTES FOR MARCH. 
The experience of many beckeepers, not 
all novices, is that while they can get their 
bees through the winter well the early g ring 
is themost trying time. The life of the 
worker bee is short at best, and the great 
proportion of those that§go into winter 
quarters die before the season is half over, 
New brood must be reared to maintain the 
strength of the colonies, 
success to start colonies at work rearing 
broods too soon, which is done when they are 
placed too early upon the stands before the 
weather remains continuously propitious, 
It is better to wait. Coloniescoming through 
the winter very strong may be trusted out 
earlier than weakly ones.’ Warm weather 
will excite the bees to activity; if this occurs 
unusually early, the colonies should be kept 
a4 quiet aa possible, When the red buds of 
the Soft ape put forth, the bees, as a rule, 
may bo safely released from their imprison- 
ment. Queens are liable to disease and 
death, and it happens that sometimes » col- 
ony is withouta queen. In such a case it 
may well be united with a weak one that has 
a queen, if both, after close examination, 
prove healthy. If honey is exhausted, feed; 
and itis well te place fine, unbolted rye 
flour where it is accessible to the becs. 
They will use itin pluce of pollen, if few 
flowers are open or the weather rough. * 


THE CARE OF DUCKS 


Ducks are a very pleasant feature of farm 
yard surroundings. In the last of winter 
and early spring they are sociable andjbusy 
enough, especially on warm days, and begin 
to lay very early, The duck almost always 
lays her og between six and nine o'clock. 
We have found ducks to do better if they 
can be confined at night, in winter, ina shed 
where the horse manure is thrown out, than 
anywhere else. The heaps of manure heat 
somewhat, and the ducks enjoy the warmth. 
It makes them lay early,and the eggs are not 
likely to freeze, if we have severe ‘‘snaps.” 
Barley and oata are excellent food for duaks. 
If these or any grains are thrown into a shal- 
low tub, or trough, they will soak and be 
all the better relished. Pekin Ducks are 
among the best layers, by far the best in our 
experience, laying not unfrequently sixty to 
eighty egga each, in the spring, and often a- 
gain in the autumn, if the weather is warm. 

f ducks are not confined at night, they will 
make nests in some hedge-row or secluded 
spot difficult to find, and one will become 
broody after laying sixteen to twenty eggs, or 
as soon as she has a good clutch. Vhen 
confined as we suggested, they rarely make 
nests, but drop their eggs about anywhere, 
Ducks are verv fond lewaterereest and if 
access to the watercress bed at the spring, 
there will soon be none left for the salad 
bowl. Wire-netting, s foot in height, will 
form an effectual barrier. 


POULTRY NOTES. 

Oanbage, asa succulent green food for 
poultry, has no rival. 

Remember! there is more need of ven- 
tilating a poultry-house in winter than in 
summer, 

It ia a bad plan to be always giving your 
poulty some tonic or medicine. Such birds 
are never well. 


Breeding stock should be kept up to the 
tull measure of their natural vigor, but 
never forced beyond it. 

Feed cayenne pepper plentifully to your 
fowls, both old and young. It braces up 
the old fowls, and keep gapes away from 
the chicks. 

Raw onions chepped fine, with a little 
grated horse-raddish, incorporated in warm 
mush, isan exceHent and stimulating meal 
for fowls on a cold winter morning. 

If every ponlseyzaen applied to the roosts 
and walls of his poultry-house more white- 
wash, more sulphur and more kerosene, he 
would have more cackling hens—consequent- 
ly more profit.

No hens or pullets will lay oggs in dew 
Peery cold winters if they are exposed to 
the inclemency of our December and Janu 
ary weather. Now and then we find an 

egg or two, dropped by the fowls in mid 
winter. But, as a rule, unless we aid them 
with warmth and kind usage then, they will 
not “discount” for us in the extreme cold 
season,

GETTING OUT MANURE, 


The good old way was to get out manure 
on snow or frozen ground, for then much 
heavier loads could be hauled. If intended 
for oats, barley, wheat or potatoes, it was 
spread at once out of the wagon, or fropped 
in heaps to be spread without further cart 
ing. Whon intended for corn or any other 
late crop, the custom has prevailed of mak- 
ing a big heap at a convenient point, where 
the manure usually underwent heating be- 
fore the time came to spread it and plow it 
in. Itis not wise to spread manure on fro- 
zen ground and leave it long to the weather. 
Under some circumstances no inconsider- 
able loss from washing and evaporation 
would take place, whether spoad or placed 
in small heaps. The march of invention 
has greatly ron this now, with the ma- 
nure spreading carts we can spread faster 
than we can plow, if the spreader has a rea- 
sonable start, so that we need not break up 
our compost heaps and hurry out our manure 
so long before we can turn it under, After 
it has been spread, either upon one land, or 
one “bout” around the outside, the plow 
ing may begin and the spreader will keep 
ahead of the plow-man, The saving of la 
bor is great, and the system on large farms 
iw constantly extending.—American Agri]

Terrible Tragedy which Followed an Elo 
menttrom a Village, 

Stephen A. Brady and Miss Stella Kent 
eloped from Norwalk two years ago, Bo- 
fore the elopement Brady was one of the 
most prosperous and widely-known business 
men of the town, He did business as a jew- 
eller, aad lived happily with his family in a 
pretty little cottage, until Miss Stella Kent, 
a sister of Mrs. Brady, went to reside with 
the family, Miss Kent's personal charms 
and lively disposition soon won the affeo- 
tlons of rie] The natural outcome was a 
family quarrel, which compelled Miss Kent 
to seek another boarding place. Not long 
after came the announcement that Miss 
Kent and Brady had eloped. It is not 
known that any attempt was made to trace 
the movements of the runaway couple, but 
it was reported shortly afterward that a 

entleman from Norwalk had seen them in 

ansas City, The affair, which had almost 
been forgotten, was revived by the receipt 
of Missouri papers giving the dotails ofa 
double tragedy which occurred in the little 
village of Iron Kuob on the night of Jan. 30, 
and of which Brady and the woman Kent 
are supposed to have been the vic'ims,. The 
Index of that place tells the following story 
of the tragedy :

llage a man and woman of middle age 
With an infant, They stopped for a short 
time atthe Elmo Hotel, where they were 
known as Mr, and Mrs, Jackeon of Kansas 
City. They afterwards moved inte a house 
on Banks street, the man setting himself 
up asa repairer of watches, clocks, and 
jewelry, Business, however, was very poor 
with him, and together with his passion for 
drink, the couple had a hard time to got 
along. It had bsen observed that the man 
was drinking more heavily than ever, and 
had showo on such occasions a very ugly 
disposition, 

On Wednesday night last the neighbors, 
hearing loud noises and terrible screams 
coming from the hoase, summoned a deputy 
sheriff, who, with a numbor of others, en- 
tered the house, bat too late to prevent a 
terrible tragedy. They found that the 
man, while evidently in a state of crazy in- 
toxication, had beaten the woman wito an 
axe until her features were scarcely recog- 
nizable, and had thea out his own throat 
with a knife The child lay upon the bed 
uniujirel, too young to realizs what had 
happened, The man was dead when found, 
but the woman lingered some two hours 
before dying, during which time she was 
occasionally co isclous and able to tal’ in an 
incoherent manner, 

It was gathered from her oconvereation 
that the coup] originally cam) from Oon- 
nectiout, where they were well connected, 
the man having deserted wife and family to 
elope with the woman, who seems not to 
have boon married, The right names of 
the partios couldnot be olearly understood, 
but was thought to be either Kemp or Braly, 

When the couple first arrived see they 
wore quite fleshy people, but dissipation by 
the man end care and worriment on the 
part of the woman had reduced them very 
much at the last, 

Ax there was nothing of value or to In- 
dicate the names or address of frionds found 
among their effects, they were burled at the 
expense of the town in the Weat Branch 
burying ground, The child, ‘a bright, 
healthy-looking girl baby, has beén’ taken 
in charge by the town authorities, and (will 
be properly cared for, Tho'trnd history of

There must be fewgvory few of us who Fave 

not been delighted im our youthful days by 
the over-new and ever LY story of 
bluebeard. We have all trembled with 
expectation when the inquisitive wife Spene 
the door of one forbidden chamber ; we have 
shuddered with horror at the awful sight 
which met her eyes when it was opened ; 
wo have dreaded the wrathof hor liege lord, 
ind fearfully waited for his return, knowing 

the fate to be meted out to the unfortunate 
wife; we have stood upon the tower with 
Sister Anne, watching breathlessly for the 
cloud of dust which was to herald the ap 
proach of the avenging brothers; and we 
have broathed freely again and clapped our 
hand with joy on their arrival in time to 
suve their sister and summarily dispose of 
Bluebeard. But has it ever entered our 
heads in our maturer years that there is 
something beneath this simple fairy tale, 
that it may have a deeper significance thun 
appears upon the surface, 

Such an idea is suggested by a perusal of 
the fairy tales or folk-lore of other nations 
in which the same story may be readily re- 
cognized, although presenting variations in 
the details, The similarity which it in all 
cases presents is so striking that there can 
be little doubt but that all the forms under 
which it is found are simply modifications of 
@ more-ancient mythical tale. In some in-

Every day brings a new batch of rumours 
concerning Mr. Gladstone's proposed legis- 
lation for Ireland, If we are to believe the 
cablegrams the great statesman is much 
embarassed by the dissensions in his own 
Cabinet, dt is satisfactory to observe, how- 
ever, that the government is @ unit on the 
propriety of granting home rule to Ireland, 
and on this point they will be undoubtedly 
sustained by parliament and the country. 
Closely identified with home rule is the 
land question, and in the solution of this 
it is reported Mr. Gladstone may meet with 
great opposition. It is said that Mr. 
Chamberlain, the great Radical chief, is 
averse to the scheme proposed by Mr. Glad- 
stone, This plan proposes the purchase of 
the Ivish estates for a sum variously esti- 
mated from one huudred to two hundred 
millions sterling. Even were the greater of 
these sums correct, we think the ‘tovern- 
imentfwould ‘be justified in the purchase for 
forming small peasant farms in Ireland. If 
sold to the present tenants in less than 
twenty years the whole debt would be paid 
offand the government reimbursed for its 
expenditure, If the goversinent itself takes 
the place of the present landlords the fair 
rent to be paid by tenants would provide 
revenue sufficient to pay the interest on the 
anount appropriated for the purchase of 
the land. We should think that on this part

count for the phenomena of Winter, the 
yloomy one, destroying the fair and beauti- 
ful Summer, The moral purposes which 
the more modern versions serve were they 
not thonght of, all that was sought for was 
an explanation of the periodical change from 
Summer to Wivter, from Winter to Sum- 
mer, Gloomy Winter, slays, one after the 
other, the happy, joyous months of Sum 
mer, until finally pening restores them to 
life and vanquishes their destroyer.

For the best egg-production 
in heavy fowls oats areas good afeed as 
any.

An Alkaline Plain. °

Black Oreek flows through a marshy, 
alkaline plain, in the valley of the Sas- 
katohowan, its sluggish, serpentine course

year. Following up the stream, the our-

season, From Its lew, slimy banks, the 
flat, desolate plain stretches away to its 
apparent junction with the firmament, in 
one wide aweep of sand-colored grasses, the 
dull monotony still more moaotonoualy 
broken by white patches of alkali and 
rush-bordered ponds, which, always brim- 
ming with stagnant, foul smelling water, 
afford a coogenlal summer resort for 
thousands of waterhons—stupld, uncouth 
birds—that stare vacantly at the traveller 
as he approaches, and then eS Peens be- 
neath the water with a dismal sqaeak, 
Daring the hot sammor moaths the torpid, 
miasmatio liqaidswarms with’ thousands of 
loathsome Insects, and the wide banks of 
black, liquid mud, bearing no vegetation ex- 
cept the leaflesa rushes, keep the sports- 
man at a safe distance, Over their slimy 
surface huge leaden-colored lizards crawl 
aimlessly abeut among the long rush stocks, 
or bask in the hot sun, where the foul, half 
baked soil is exposed to the sky, 

Near the binks of the creek, whioh par- 
tla!ly drains the polsonous alkali from the 
soll, the eastern shores of these poads are 
sometimes studded with small bluffs of 
sorubby poplars, half killed by fire, but 
still maintaining a wretched growth, under 
the meagre protection afforded them from 
the annual visits of their destroyer, driven 
by the fierce western winds, and consuming 
oyerything vegetable, except whore its 
course ia broken by water,

I have been invited to address to-day the 
*“‘Tndependent Order of Foresters” of this

tressed members, (5) to establish a benefit. 
fund or effect an insurance on the life of its 
members for the benefit of their families.” 
These are some of the objects of the society 
and to use the words of the Supreme Chief 
Ranger they are ‘based on the broad prin- 
ciples of Christianity,” 

This society, therefore, undertakes the 
performance of a portion of the duties of the 
Church of Christ, for Christ came into the 
world not only to save mankind from the 
power of sin and death, but to unite all men 
in love and fellowship that they might all be 
brethren and in sympathy one with another, 
“bearing each other's burdens, rejoicing 
with them that do rejoice, weeping with 
them that weep." ‘ Pure religion and un- 
defiled before God and the Father is this, to 
visit the fatherless and widows in their af- 
fliction and to keep himself unspotted from 
the world.” ‘here are three great princi- 
ples or motives of Christian activity—Faith, 
Hope, and Charity—but the greatest of 
these is Charity for it is the practical result 
ot the other twe, their visible and lively 
manifestation before men and angels, and 
that which even death itself cannot take 
from us. Without this heavenly grace of 
charity all eise is dead and worthless, for it 
is the very bond of peace and all virtues, 
Now charity is love—love of man, love of 
humanity, based on the love of God for us 
and for all men making us all one in Ghrist 
for our well-being here and happiness for 
ever, ‘This and only this is the trae benevo 
lence, the real philanthropy. ‘To make this 
effectual and universal is the great practical 
work of the Church of Christ, 

Why then should there be benevolent so- 
cieties (and they ure now many) to do work 
which the Church, Christ's universal society, 
was ordained to accomplish in the world? 
The only answer is, the Church has failed t> 
fulfil its appointed duty. It was not always 
so, but soit is now, and under present cir- 
cumstances there is litttle prospect or hope, 
in this conntry at least, of her rising to the 
height of the emergency ond taking into her 
own hands the works of charity which ex- 
ternal associations are attempting to do and 
are doing with less or more sucdéss. But 
why has she failed in this particular? One 
cause of t!,e failure is very evident for it lies 
on the surface, yet many people are only be 
ginning toseeitasitis. Un illatcly .ney were 
accustomed to regard it as someting on the 
whole to be desired and encouraged ; but 
thoughtful observers of the times now per- 
ceive that it is one of the chief obstacles in 
the way of progress of true and practical re- 
ligion, I mean the want of union or unity 
among professing Christians, heir dis- 
union has been simply disastrous. In Eng- 
land, it is said, there are about two hundred 
«different denominations ;in the United 
States perhaps as man Here we have 
our share, In this vil we have five, 
ach has separate interests and is engaged 
in the strugule for existence and the sur 
vival of the fittest, if any survive. We 

little time or means for works of 
ity and mercy, ne different denomi- 
nations are barely self-supporting. To pro- 
vide for their denominational wants is 
enough, and it seems more than enough for 
their ability or liberality. You know how 
true this is. You haye had sufficient ex- 
perience of the methods, may I not say the 
low and unscriptural methods, resorted to, 
of raising money for local or external 
church requirements Now the worst 
of itis; there seems no escape from this 
unsatisfactory state of things. For my- 
self let me say, -I dislike exceedingly 
these modern ices of church finance 
with which we a now so familiar, But. 
while we, a8 professing Christians, are so 
divided, so split up, into rival factions, and 
while our wants are so many and pressing 
we seem bound with an iron necessity to do 
4s others do ; and each party mast rack in 
genuity itself to come out ahead by some 
scheme or other worse than the last—such 


as these latest novelties “basket socials” 
and ‘ gules of living statuary,” Under 
stich circumstances is it any wonder that the 
churches are straitened in their bowels of 
merey, kindness and charity? When yor 
think of these things you will perceive that 
they have their hands full i providing for 
their separate und immediate necessities and 
that the objects of friendly societies ure at 
presont beyond their reach and must re 
main so till we all come to a right mind, 
the mind that was in Christ Jesus, and ve 


unite in one holy fellowship having learnt 
that union is strength and that disunion is 
dissipation of onergy and death. Here 
then is one great cause of our failure in thi 
and in many things, but you must pot, as 
many have done, condemn Christianity jt 
self i 

professing Christians , n 
these, or for any reason whatever, substi 
tute your fellowship whatever it is, for the 
higher fellowship of Christ's Church which 
alone can furnish and maintain true motives 
of benevolence. My own experience of the 
world convinces me that here lice & great

shade of selfisnness and deception in the re- 
motest recesses of the human heart, But it 
is not only the fear of offending his all seeing 
Lord that keeps the Christian true to the 
service of humanity, but something far high 
er still and more enduring. It is the devo- 
tion of love for Jesus, the Saviour of the 
erligand in him for all mankind. The 
love of Christ constrains us to love the’ob- 
jects of his divine love ; otherwise we might 
and would say, what ie man that we should 
be mindful of him except so far as we can 
make him se: eable to ourselves, ‘That, 
we know, is a common way of regarding hu- 
inanity, But it is not so with the Christian, 
1 do not mean the mere nominal Christian 
who isnear being an infidel at heart and 
worse than an infidel in practice, not the 
Christian whose religion is « shallow pre- 
tence and mockery of Christianity, but the 
honest disciple of Christ who is striving to 
be like his master in all things. Such an 
one has deen taught the true value of hu- 
manity and is learning to love his neighbor 
as himself or as Christ loves all men. He,. 
theretore, will not dare to wrong his brother 
man in thought or word or eat knowingly 
or willingly, for his longing and aim is to 
rise to tho height ol the true Christian 
character and to be a perfect follower of 
him who on earth went about doing good. 
But, you may say, where shall we find such 
men? We must confess they are now com- 
paratively few, but few that successfully re- 
sist the temptations of the world, the flesh 
and the devil ; but there are some, ard per- 
haps far more than many suppose, as in the 
days of Elijah, who have not bowed the 
knee to the idols of the age, who in truth 
try to walk in the footsteps of Jesus. At 
any rate it is the bounden duty of the 
church to induce or persuade all to do so, 
It is only in communion with Christ that 
we find the strength, the motives and the 
principles of the higher life, the life of the 
perfect man, There isnothing else in the 
world will supply the want of actual touch 
with Christ in the holy ordinance of his own 
appointment. Apart from him works of 
charity and mercy have no sustaining power 
and motives. They may flourish fora time 
but they aresure to wither and decay in 
the end. The vital principle is not in them. 
The salt and savour have been Jost ; the 
doom of coripdien is upon them, Like 
Jonah’s gourd they come up ina night and 
perish in a night, for the worm of real or 
practical unbelief is at the root of all and 
sooner or later the sun will pour its fierce 
burning rays upon them and consume them, 
And it is just the same in every department 
and pursuit of life. Banish Christ from the 
councils of the nation, from commerce and 
trade, from the househnlds and hearts of the 
people ; then in each case the day of destrue- 
tion is drawing nigh as it did to the Jews 
and Jerusalem of old. Therefore, I beseech 
you for your own good and for the real pros 
perity of all your undertakings to continue 
steadfast in the faith of Christianity and in 
the practice of its virtues and duties, If you 
forsake the Church, God will surely forsake 
you and your enterprises and bring all to | 
utter bankruptcy at the last as far, atleast, 
as you are concerned and all who despise the 
ordinances of God, 

Christianity with all its practical short- 
comings and all its failures owing to the 
worldly elements that are in it but not 
of it after all is still the supreme remedy for 
wl the ills of life. It is the only permanent 
one, 1t has held its place in the world tov 
eighteen centuries as God’s method of work- 
ing ont man’s salvation and it-will continue 
to do so in spite of opposition from without 
and hindrances from within, and it shall 
prove successful in proportion to our faith- 
lalness to its high and holy principles. If, 
therefore, we have any regard for our own 
welfare and that of others we will endeavor 
to set forth in our lives the peanty of its vir- 
tne and charity as they were exhibited in the 
life of Jesue who lived and died for our 
sakes and thus let us strive to restore the 
Church to its former unity, purity and 
ower to overcome the evils of the world, 
Vou remember what it once was when it 
was fresh from the hands of its author, 
when the love of Christ was the ruling prin- 
ciple of its existence. Then its members 
counted all their wealth and  péssessions 
as nat their own but as Christ's for the ben- 
ofit of his people, Then for a time they had 
all things coumen.

A Brakeman’s Life in Winter. 


The freight brakemen wear very heavy 
clothing, although it is always short, as they 
hays to get around in a harry sometimes, I 
have known the time when I was brakeing 
on a freight train, when the train wes run- 
ning 15 or 20 miles an hour against sleet and 
snow, and a call had come for ‘‘ down 
brakes.” At such a time I have been sitting 
on the top of the car, so stiff and frozen as to 
be unable to work the brakes at all, We do 
not mind the cold weather so much on the 
freights as when there is snow on the ground 
and on the cars, Then it becomes very dan- 
gerous, as when the train is running 20 
miles an hour the snow and sand will be 
hurled up between the cara enough te blind 
a man, and with the Ice covered cara and 
running, as we do, from’one car to another, 
perhaps with our lanterns blown out, it is 
peeeey dangerous, and a man has to be sure-

of the passenger brakemen live at the way 
statlons along the roade, and when they 
finish their work at one end of the road they 
take an express train back, and as it passes 
the station at which they live, although the 
train may be going at the rate of from 15 to 
25 miles an hour, they will jump cff and 
keep their feet, although they have to run 
perhaps the length of the train before they 
atop themselyes, but still they seldom, if 
ever, lose their feet, It is quite a trick to 
jump off, and takes considerable practice 
hetora it oan be done successfully, The way 
to jamp is always with the train and on the 
left hand side of the latter, letting the right 
foot rest on the step and the left foot swing 
from the step, ‘hen jump so that the 
left foot will strike the ground first and the 
right foot immediately follow it, so as to be 
able to run, Some ofthe men jump from 
the middle of the train or the front, but most 
of them go to the rear oar and jump, so that 
it they fall they will not roll under the cars, 
The only regular teain hand I ever heard of 
being injured by jumping was a man named 
Davie, who lives in Portchester, and who was 
struck on the head by the oar step as he 
jumped and was badly hurt, The best man 
1 ever saw, and the only man who could hold 
his feet and stop himself without running at 
all, was Charles Phillips, who is now a 
conductor on the Derby road. He could 
jump from a train running 35 miles an hour 
and stop without running a foot,

It is said that the Emperor of Russia has 
signed a decree, expelling non-naturalized 
Germans from Poland. 

The Chinese in San Francisco are taking 
advantage of the low railroad rates and are 
going east in great numbers, 

A number of persons were entombed by 
the collapse of a quary at Baxes, France, 
Saturday, ’ 

A Californian is about to make an at 
tempt to Eee that he is rightful heir 
to the Tichborne estate. 

Russia declines to join the Powers in co- 
ercing Greece to comply with Turkey’s po 
licy in the Balken States. 

Twomen were killed, three fatally wound- 
ed and a dozen painfully injured by a fall of 
top rock at Pottsville, Pa., on the 22nd. 

In the U. S, House of Representatives yes- 
terday, the bill granting a pension of $2,000 
a year to the widow of Gen. Hancock was 
passed. 

Campbell Bannerman, secretary for war, 
announced that the government had with- 
drawn the British troopson the Nile to 
Assouan, 

Rey. Dr. Dysen and Mrs. Bartlett, of 
Pimlico, England, has been committed for 
trial on the charge of having, with chloro- 
form, caused the death of the latter’s hus- 
band. 

Mr. Alfred Aldworth, living about three 
miles trom Bowmanville, was killed’ by 
lightning on Saturday while in bed with his 
wife and child, both of whom escaped with 
out injury. - 

Saturday night’s sleet and rain storm 
committed great havoc in the city of Ot- 
tawa, the telephone poles and wires suffer- 
ing to such an extent that the service was 
not worked Tuesday. 

A fishing smack which arrived at Sandy 
Hook on Saturday picked up a yawl on 
Thursday near the scene of the Oregon dis- 
aster, which is supposed to belong to the 
schooner which struck the steamship. 

During the year 1885 the number of Ger- 
mang who emigrated to the United States 
was 84,680; to Canada, 692; to Brazil, 
1,000 ; to the Argentine Republic, 726; to 
Chilis, 782; to Africa, 294. 

On Saturday morning a tramp deliberately 
fired a revolver at the engine of a Canada 
Southern train near Pelton, Ont., narrowly 
missing the engineer and seriously wounding 
the fireman.

FARM. 


Srxotat Crors, 

In many localities speolal crops can be 
grown with considorable profit ; this Is eape- 
olally the caso where a good market can be 
found, Withsomo, a market oan bo ballt 
up if any effort Is made In thie direction. 

Some dolls seem especially adapted to oer- 
tain crops, and where this ts the oaso, it 
will In o great majority of cases pay to grow 
thom. Good vegetables that aro of good 
siz) and that can bo kopt, will always sell 
in any locality where there are peopl» to buy 
them. So, farmers by giving proper atten 
tion to a few acres of potatoes, cabbage or 
onions, have made as much from there crops 
as fromall the rest of the farm together. 
Do not commence too largely at firat ; if you 
havo land that will raise good crops of these, 
try on asmall scale first until you learn how. 
Many Imagine that all that is necessary to 
raise good crops le to have good roil and pre- 
pare well ; sow the seed and give good culti 
vation and you expect a good yleld. These 
are essential, but notall, you must under- 
stand the best aud most economical plan of 
preparing the soil. What varisties will do 
best in your soll and in your locality ; when 
is the beat time to plant and what distance 
apart so as to give the necessary cultivation 
with as little expense as possible? How is 
the cheapest and best way to harvest and 
prepare for market in a way that will bring 
the most money ? 

These items can be learned best by ex- 
perionce, You msy get information from 
others that will be very valuable to you, yet 
your own experience will be the best. And 
if you commence on a small scale at first you 
will leara the best method, Then in man 
cases you must bulld up your market, If 
you oan sell direct you will secure the best 
prices and in order to do this and bu'ld up 
your trade you must sell goods of good quan- 
tity and present them in a good condition. 
If you do this the first year you should, when 
yvu sell, inform your customers that you are 
making # specialty of theee crops and will 
beon hand agein. Another year you will 
find In quite a number of cases your custom- 
ers waiting for you and will also tell you of 
his neighbors to whom you can sell, and you 
can build up your trade as you increase your 
acreage, Because one of your neighbors 
happens to raise and sell a good quantity of 
some special crop, do not imagine you can 
do the sameif you have had no previous ex- 
perience, 

Procure geod seed. This is very impor- 
tant, and be sure of this, purchase your seed 
of some seedsman who has a reputation and 
who you know will soll good seed, With 
the larger number of plants it is not only 
necessary that the seed germinate, bu’ must 
be from good stock in order to secure the 
best resul‘s, Study your soil so as to learn 
the best methods of preparing it and also 
the manures best adapted to that crop, Cul- 
tivate so as to seoure the best results, It 
will often pay to try two or three methods 
until you ascertain which is the best. If you 
are willing to leara, you can soon make the 
crop profitable, 


Renoyatinc A Poor Farm, 


The increasing population of a great coun- 
try requires more abundant stores of food 
for man, and the animalsimmediately under 
his care, and where the extension of fresh 
land cannot be obtained, recource -must be 
had to the enriching of tha* which {s already 
under cultivation. But a poor farm isa 
very difficult matter, one that requires a 
great deal of brain work, energy and pa- 
tiencs to accomplish it. I will advanca a 
few ideas according to my knowledge of farm 
management—the easiest and simplest way 
to renovate an old farm. 

In trying to renvate farme that are roll- 
ing—which most are—it requires something 
more than manuring the soil. There must 


be something mixed with the soil to hold it 


together to makea sure foundation for the 
manure applied, and for this purpose there 
is nothing better than buckwheat and rye. 
After spring crops are planted, proparation 
should be made for sowing buxkwheat. No 
crop except rye will so cheaply subdue 'o igh 
hands, and no crop will grow with less man- 
ure, There isno other cereal or vegetable 
growth better adapted toall solls and oli- 
mate than buckwheat and rye, When the 
buckwheat is In bloom, Ves away ten to 
twenty bushels of causticlime to the acre, 
and turn it a'l uider, In September sow 
the ground tor,e, This, frdby the decay- 
ing buckwheat, will make a pasture acoord- 
ing to the strength of the soil, all winter, 
for the sheop, if the winter is at all favor- 
able, When the rye begins t> grow in the 
spring, take the sheep off, that the rye may 
make as good a growthas possible, Assoon 
as the ryo begins to ripen, turn hogs on it 
and “‘hogitdown,” Tae grain will give the 
hogs a good send off, After the hogs have 
pretty well eaten the grain up, turn the 
whole mass under, The remaining graia 
will soon come up thick enough. The de- 
composing straw will give food to the young 
growing rye and keep the soil from wash- 
ing Tous you cin have a good pastu’e for 
sheep, whose manure will be excellent for 
the solland produxe a better crop of rye 
the next spring. 

Now noxt spring after the rye Is two or 
three feet high turn it under and plant to 
corn, For my experience with commercial 
manures. I find to put a teaspoonful of this 
in the hilland mix it with tho soil, will 
make a good stalk if nothing more, and at 
this rat», forty pounds will plant an aoro, 
This abuadanco of stalk will enable ycu to 
feed more stock, which will make and ro- 
turn to the soil more manare, In the fall 
as soon as the corn is ripe, cut and shook It 
nicely and sow the ground to wheat, In the 
spring, harrow the wheat and sow to clover 
sood, for now you have got the soll In condi- 
ton for clover; when about half the heads 
are ripe, feed the hay to stock. Carefully 
save the manure which will be rich in nitre- 
gen. The clover sod turned under gives 
more to the soll than the top‘taken from It. 
The ground can be sown to wheat, which 
will produce a good orop, The flour oan 
be sold, and the bran fed to stook, which 
willreturn much to the soil, Managing in 
this way, you are enabled to feed stook at 
little cost, and return more to the soil than 
you take from it, and have tho growth of 
your stook extra, All this time you can 
raiso some corn by buying a little fortilizer 
and mix it in the hill; it will make botter 
cers and much more stalk, Pat the bulk of 
your farm manure on your clover, as there

PROPAGATING BEDDING GERANIUMS, 


The present is a good time for increasing 
stores of bedding geraniums, and where the 
old plants of choice kinds, lifted in sutumn. 
have been kept in gentle heat, and not cut 
down, as is sometimes done, they will now 
be in vigorous growth, and every shoot will 
make a good plant, The old stems will 
break freely into growth and make « fine 
bushy plant, for as the days lengthen there 
is no fear of damping oft from the cut parte, 

Where the extent of glass for storing 
plants In winter is limited a very large 
number may be saved in a small space, and 
if good cuttings are procurable now they 
will make excellent plants by bedding-out 
time, The plan we adoptis to pat one 
good outting In the centre of each small, 
60-sized pot, and to set them thickly on 
shelves, near the glass, in a house, with the 
temperature ranging about 60 degrees.

PAPER ADVERTISING, 


Whatan Agent Knows of the Way it Has 
Grown, 


JH, Bates, widely known an ono of the 
most successful advertisers in Now York 
city, thus sums up his experience of thirty 
yoarn: 

‘When I began, newspaper advertising 
Was not as respectable as lt is now, Re- 
spectable is, perhaps, not quite the right 
word to express the status of a business. 
looked on as rather frregular and queer, 
but no other so good occurs to me just now. 
Regular, steady going business houser, 
thirty years ago, felt something like shame 
in advertising thoir goods in the newspapers, 
This fesling has pretty much worn away. 
although some of it still lingers among old: 
tashioned business men, 

“I should judge that the people of this 
oopntry expend at least thirty times as much 
money in newspaper advertising as they did 
thirty years ago. The vast inoreave of pop- 
ulation ond nowspapers explains a consider- 
able part of thir, buat it mostly comes 
from the more general and freer use made of 
the advertising columns by the general pub- 
lic, AJl classes have como more and more 
to belleve that the newspaper is the most 
impersonal, self-respecting tnd effective 
way of getting before the public with what 
any one wants to say to it, 

“Thirty yoars ago a man who would 
spend $25,000 year in the newspapers, 
would attract attention as a large cavers 
tiser ; now there are houses spending almost 
as much monthly, right along through the 
year, without attracting attention, Mr, 
Kobert Bonner, whoze undertakings in all 
directions have been characterized by 
breadth, boldnees, precision and success, 
was the first to make the public familiar 
with large advertising applied in the most 
original manner, to build up the circulation 
of his Ledger to a point never attained be- 
fore or elnce by any journal in this country. 
Ajthough Mr, Bonner’s largest newspaper 
advertising was done twenty five years ago, 
(for he rapidly made bis papor successful, 
and having accomplished his purpose, cut 
down his expenses in that chancel), still no 
one has come up to the * splendid audacity” 
of an order for one insertion of an advertise- 
mentto cost over $60 000 And yet in peo- 
uniary matters he isa very exact and care- 
ful man. 

“Tt agrees with my experi nce that news- 
paper advertising is prcfitable, As I look 
back over the very considerable number of 
those whose advertising I have dcne, Ido 
not now recall a single one who judiciously, 
perseveringly and freely pushed good arti- 
cles, of whatever kind, in tHe newspapers,

Our enterprising neighbor, Wellington 
Tripp, boughtatraction engineand thresher. 
He was disappointed in getting it delivered 
to him at the time he bargained for it, and 
did not get it until the end of August. 
Some threshers were out threshing two 
weeks before him. In September he start- 
ed out and threshed for all he could accom- 
modate, and during the three months fol- 
lowing, he threshed and made it clean 
enough for market, a little over 30,000 
bushels of grain. In the month of Feburary 
he built an engine house, and his friends 
advised him to get a portable grist with a 
run of Burr stones twenty inches in diameter 
made by Waterous, of Brantford, for which 
he paid the sum of $210, elevators complete, 
and Scape of grinding 40 bushels per 
hour. Mv. Tripp took charge of the mill, 
and your old friend Charlie Mowerson 
took charge of the engine, Charlie isa 
great favorite. They are doing a rushing 
business, they are at it early and late, very 
often from 5 o'clock in the morning until 
8 in the evening, longer hours even than 
Deseronto. In the past four weeks they 
have ground 1,400 bags of grain, and yet, 
asI write, the teams are wading along 
through mud and snow with grain to get 
ground at Tripp's mill, The reason is ob- 
vious, there are no upstairs to this mill, nor 
are there any down stairs to it, the grain is 
in sight of the owner from the time it leaves 
the bag until it is ground and put in the 
bag again, Whatastonished the farmers at 
first was the unasuol number of empty 
bags required ; it is a great boon to this neigh- 
hovhood, with the exception of the grist mill 
mep who, no doubt, wish it back where it 
cune from,
